A Glimpse of the Homa Life of the 
Great Essayi-t. 

Carlyle «+s in his forty-ninth year 
when I first knew him. His usual 
working hours then were over for the 
cy between two and three o clock; 
a’d he was nct disinclined to see 
friends that m‘ght call then, for a 
few minutes’ talk with him. just 
before he set out for his afternoon 
walk. 

A preferable time, however, was the 
evening. If you dropped in about, or 
a .ittle after, seven o'clock, you tound 
Carlyle and Mrs. Carlyle at tea in the 
drawing-room, and were welcome to a 
cup yourself, with a slice of bread and 
butter or biscuit—jam generally on the 
t.bles besides. If you were later, you 
n.issed the tea, but had talk so long 
as you choose to stay, and might see 
Carlyle fill his pipe and smoke it once 
or twice in the course of an evening, 
and even, if you were in his good 
graces and capable of communion with 
him in that particular, be invited to 
join him. His pipes, then and al- 
ways, were long clays, of Glasgow 
make, with green-glazed tips for the 
mouth; his tobacco, if the same then 
as it was afterwards, was of a strong 
anu rather harsh kind, which he call- 
ed Free-smoxing York River. The 
pipe he was using—and I think he 
took a new pipe every day, or per- 
haps oftener, from the stock he kept 
somewhere in a box—usually stood in 
tie corner of the fireplace, within the 
fender, ready for his further service; 
and a hali-pound tin canister of his to- 
bacco, replenished from his larger sup- 
p-/ which also was out of sight some- 
where, stood usually on the mantel- 
piece, but sometimes on the table. 

He was very methodical and prac- 
tical in all such matters, disliking 
untidiness of any. sort, pre carrying 
nis love of order even int® his smoking 
arrangements. Indeed, if there were 
more than one guest present, or if the 
guest were a stranger, he would go out 
for his smoke into the back-garden, 
and return when it was over; and in 
summer evenings the back-garden was 
the established smoking-place, and he 
would take this guests or guests thi- 
ther with him, providing them with 
seats, or walking with tnem up and 
dbwn the grass-plot. 

1 forget whether, when the smoking 
wa3 within doors, he had af this time 
the habit—wihich he certainly acquired 
afterwards—of reclining on the hearth- 
rug while he smoked so that the puffs 
shuuld ascend the chimney rather than 
come into the rooms. 

But Mrs. Carlyle, while as orderly 
as himself, and keeping everything 
tidy ‘there, was tolerant to the utmost 
of whatever might be his whim in this 
matter; and it was pretty to see him 
sometimes, when he was in a pleased 
humor and there was no one there to 


cause ceremony, present’ the pipe 
pallaly to her own lips, foy the 
onor of a ceomsecrat.ing whiff. This 


he called “tendering her the calumet 
of peace.” I must have seen him do it 
more than once within the first few 
months of our acquaintance, for my 
footing at Cheyne Row had gradually 
become such as. to justify pretty fre- 
quent visits of an evening — perhaps 
about once in three weeks on an aver- 
age—and I was always received with 
a continuation of the original kindli- 
ness. 

Only on one occasion, in those early 
months of our acquaintance, do I re- 
member a_ gruffish reception from 
Carlyle; and that was when one or 
two triends of mine, who were on a 
visit to London and had separate in- 
troductions to him, formed a party for 
a joint call upon him in the after- 
noon, and persuaded me to go with 
them. Mrs. Carlyle was away; he was 
in a bad humor; one of. the party in- 
troduced a topic not to his taste, and 
was rather combative in asserting his 
own views of it; and I could see that 
Carlyle wished all of us at Jericho.—

table to improve the quality of his 
| product and at the same time reduce 
|the price to the consumer may at first 
|seem incredible, but it all hinges up- 
on the output. Every manufac- 
turing operation whether large or 
small involves a certain amount of 
stationary overhead expense including 
such items as rent, heat, light, insur- 
ance, taxes, officé expenses, superin- 
tendence, ete. If these expenses have 
to be met out of the returns from a 
small output it follows that the pro- 
portion carried by each unit of pro- 
duction will be comparatively high. 
But if on the other hand they can; 
be spread over a laigte output, then 
the proportion carried by each unit 
of production may become _insigni- 
ficantly small, Generally speaking, 
the larger the output the lower the 
cost of production and the cheaper 
the price to the consumer, hence the 
advantage of a tariff which secures 
the home market or, at least the 
bulk of it to the home manufac- 
turer. : 
A few examples will suffice to il- 
lustrate how this works out, In 1878 
a Canadian company began the manu- 
facture of buggies. In 1879 they sold 
all told about 3 buggies, for which 
farmers paid them from $160 to $170 
each. Last year in various kinds of 
wheeled vehicles they had an output 
of 15,000 and were able to offer the 
farmer for $85 a far better buggy than 
the one he used to have to pay $170 
for. In 1878 the price of sugar was 
nine and ten cents a pound retail; 
today it is under five cents. The 
best binder in 1878 sold at from $270 
to $300; today the farmer gets a 
lighter and more compact binder that 
will last longer for $125. In 1878, 
single reapers retailed in Ontario at 
from $100 to $105; today the best 
reaper retails at from $60 to $65.

THE WELSH INVASION. 


Th. Cymric Race Is Pushing to the 
Front In London. 

Clever young men in England get 
less advertising than their contem 
aries in France or in the United 
States, for the English need solid and 
long proof of merit before they raise 
their voices and say: “He is great.” 
This is especially true of the world of 
art and letters. 

Yet to-day seems to be the day of 
the “young” writer in England, And 
but two innings by the most effective 
kind the tremendously high percen- 
tage of Welshmen among the new- 
comers is striking. 

As it is, they have taken their turn 
ia Fleet street, which first succumbed 
to the Irish and then to the Scotch, 
and they have invaded the realms of 
book-publishing as well. 

First among the younger literary 
set of the day is Alfred Noyes, who is 
regarded as a “certainty,” if one may 
be pardoned the ae en for the 
Poet Laureateshi 

Noyes is 28. e was famous at 22. 
Yet he is unspoilt. -An orthodox, ath- 
letic-looking young man, clean-cut, 
very “Oxford,” but full of the Celtic 
fire. He writes like a Cymrn (Welsh- 
man); his fairy tales and tinkling 
verse are Welsh in spirit, though he 
is a big enough poet to be interna- 
tional. “Drake,” that rather long but 
stirring epic; the ballad of the ‘‘Forty 
eh Seamen,” and the very poem 
he dislikes most of all his work, the 
“Barrel Organ,” are known to all 
readers of English verse. 

Noyes has been influenced by Ox- 
ford—(he was at Exeter College)— 
but the typical young Welshman, the 
golden, excitable Celt, is a product of 
Wales in education. He is far dif- 
ferent to the genial autocrat of Ox- 
ford or the silently independent Cam- 
bridge man. He loves reading son- 
orous verse, is a natural orator, takes 
to theatricals with a born leaning that 
way. This is not one isolated ex- 
ample, mind you, but is typical of the 
hundreds of golden youth who come 
from Gwalia to London seeking for- 
tune or fame. 

Two years ago C. W. Miles, a young 
newspaperman, founded the Welst 
Drama Society, and already con- 
noisseurs and those who are on the 
lookout for new theatrical *possibili- 
ties are hoping for great things from a 
very modest beginning. Mr. Miles 
is now editor of a leading London 
weekly, although but 27 years of age. 
These are but two out of scores who 
could be named in literature — all 
hailing from Wales. As an indignant 
Scotch writer remarked, when refer- 
ence was made in his hearing to the 
“rat plague’ that might devastate 
the metropolis: “It is the Welsh 
plague, you mean.” 

In art the Cymrn is coming to the 


front. There are a score oi Welsh 
artists in London, all earning good 
livings, who are practically _ self- 
taught. 


In music the Welsh are too well 
known to need further eulogy, but it 
is Bess puget in dramatic art that they 
should prove interesting. 

The average Welshman has a na- 
tural “artistic” sense. It is this that 
has enabled David Lloyd-George to 
reach the heights he has. Although 
he is not a figurehead of English lit- 
erature, yet he is a very notable and 
a very clever man, so the writer may 
be forgiven for mentioning that Mr. 
Lloyd-George appears to wonderful ad- 
vantage in social ceremonies. But he 
should be heard speaking down in 
Wales among his own people. He is 
sometimes awkward in the House of 
Commons, but in Wales never, for he 
knows that the people, his people, 
are with him, and he rises to drama- 
tic heights that would astomish the 
stranger who knew not Wales and 
its inhabitants. 


His Master's Leg. 


Lord Brassey, who has announced 
hie conversion to votes for women, 
holds many unique records, one be- 
ing that he is the only colonial gov- 
ernor whoever sailed to his colony in 
his own yacht—a feat which he suc- 
cessfully accomplished on his ap- 
pointment as governor of Victoria. 

After yachting, Lord Brassey’s fav- 
orite recreation is cricket. On the 
magnificent grounds surrounding his 
beautiful Sussex seat matches are 
frequently played during the season. 

Of one of these fights his lordship 
told a capital story. It appears that 
there was a scarcity of available tal- 
ent, with the result that it was neces- 
sary to secure one of Lord Brassey's 
footmen as umpire. In due course 
his lordship himself went in, and a 
local bowler was put on. The second 
ball he stopped with his leg, and the 
cry was raised, “How’s that?” 

It was the footman who had to 
answer, and turning to his master, he 
exclaimed, in a half-apologetic tone, 
“I’m afraid I must say, ‘Not at 
home,’ your lordship.” 

“Not at home?” cried Lord Brassey. 
“What do you mean?” 

“Well, then, if you will have it,’ 
the footman made answer, “I mean 
you are hout.”

TOAVERT COAL FAMINE 


RUSHING COAL FROM THE EAST 
TO THE WEST 


The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is Preparing for an Unprece- 
dented Emergency, and is Putting 
Forth Every Effort to Provide a 
Supply of Coal for the Farmers of 
Western Canada. 


Winnipeg, Man.—No one in the 
west knows one-tenth as-much of the 
seriousness of the coal strike situa- 
tion as the Canadian Pacific. The 
company has the exact information 
with reference to the location of every 
pound of coal in the country which is 
available for use; knows exactly what 
the ultimate sources of supply are, 
and knows the exact conditions with 
reference to the difficulty connected 
with transportation. 

Knowing what it does about the sit- 
uation the Canadian Pacific is doing 
what it has never done previously in 
its history to provide against conting- 
encies. At the dock at Fort William 
there will be a boat unloading coal for 
the company’s locomotives every hour 
of the day and night until the ice 
forms in the lake and navigation is 
over for the year. In addition, there 
will be boats alongside unloading 
merchandise coal as it comes in. 

For the first time the company is 
also unloading coal this year’ for the | 
far western lines at Jackfish bay. At 
th's point there will be provided this 
year for far western lines 10,0000 tons 
of steam coal. The company is also 
operating two trains a day from Du- 
luth. This coal is coming into the 
west by way of Portal and Moose 
Jaw. Action of this kind was never 
taken before. 

The Canadian Pacific, which is thus 
ir close touch with the situation, 
knowing all the facts, is preparing for 
on unprecedented emergency. The ef- 
fort is made to provide a supply of 


coal for winter in case the strike 
should be prolonged. If. the strike 
should be terminated quickly, the 


company will lose a large amount of 
money on the coal which it has car- 
ried so far west, but it has taken this 
chance to provide domestic coal for 


the farmers of Western Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, who are 
the people in the gravest danger. 


Nothing of a special nature has been 
done, and no precautions have been 
taken by anyone to see that these peo- 
ple do not freeze to death. 


Wants a White Man’s Land 

Melbourne. — The renewal, with 
modifications, of the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty, is welcomed by the Australian 
government. The acting premier, Mr. 
Hughes, declares that the changes 
enade in the existing treaty will aid 
the cause of peace very considerably. 
At the same time the minister is care- 
ful to add that the policy of a white 
Australia will in no way be affected 
by any agreement of the kind. 

A number of Dutch pearlers caught 
poaching off the coast of western Aus- 
tralia were fined one hundred pounds, 
If the finé is not paid, the pearling lug- 
gers, which were seized, will be sold. 

During the last four years the fed- 
eral parliament has provided half a 
million pounds sterling to pay boun- 
ties on the production in Australia of 
coffee, hemp, tobaces, and dried fruits. 
So far only $8,000 has been claimed 
and the question of the abolition of 
the bounties is now being raised. 


Trying to Break Anglo-French Entente 

London.—Some of the London 
morning papers are beginning to ex- 
press uneasiness at ‘the Germans’ 
rumored demands for territory in the 
French Congo and for a sphere of in- 
fluence in Morrocco. They are. in- 
clined to believe that the rumor ex- 

gerated the real demands, and 
point out that if it is true, Germany’s 
attitude is suspiciously provocative, 

The opinion is also offered that Ger- 
many’s intention is to test the strength 
of the Anglo-French entente or en- 
deavor to drive a wedge into it and 
the government is counselled to stand 
firmly by France. 


Wireless Messages Will Be Cheaper 

London.—At the annual meeting of 
the Marconi Wireless company recent- 
ly Marconi said the company would! 
probably carry into effect the inten 
tion of accepting plain English trans- 
Atlantic’ messages at fourpence per 
word, Referring to Sir Joseph Ward’s 
scheme proposed at the conference, he 
said the company would have pre- 
ferred to carry out its own scheme but 
would be satisfied if the negotiations 
resulted in their erecting stations on 
behalf of the government. 


To Start Locomotive Factory 
Paris.—Mef@srs. Krupp, 
the famous German 
heavy armaments, 
about to establish a locomotive fac- 
tory on French territory. The firm 
have bought a piece of land in the 
vicinity of the untrenched camp at 
Maubeuge, four miles an the French 
side of the Belgian frontier, On this | 
site the necessary buildings and ma- 
chinery are to be erected.

— Addressing a banquet 
given by the bankers of London 
David Lloyd-George, chancellor of

Therefore, he was ready to make 
great sacrifice to preserve peace and 
would rejoice at the success of the ar-| 
bitration negotiations with the United 
States, but, he added, it was essential 
;that Great Britain at all hazards 
|should maintain her place and pres- 
tige among the great-powers. If a 
situation were forced upon Great Brit- | 
ain which could only be preserved by | 
the surrender of the position won by 
centuries of her achievements by al- 
lowing herself to be treated where 
vital interests were concerned as) 
{though she were of no account in the 
cabinet of nations, then, he said, em-| 
phatically, peace at that price would 
{be a thing intolerable for the great 
country like England to endure. 

““A nation’s honor,”’ said the chan- | 
cellor, “‘is no party question. The se- | 
curity of our international trade is! 
not a party question. The peace of 
the world is more likely to be secured | 
if all nations realize fairly what the 
conditions of peace must be.” 

The speech made a deep impression 
on his listeners. The audience inter- 
preted the speech to mean that the 
Moroccan situation is serious. 

The Liberal papers which refer to 
the fact that Chancellor Lloyd-George | 
in his address read the important pas- 
sages slowly and carefully from a pre- 
pared manuscript, regard his utter- 
ances as the embodiment of the cab-!

‘Tripoli, 1 startea on my journey. 1 
bad tried in vain to secure the serv- 
ices of some trustworthy Bedouin who 
knew the desert und would make a 
safe guide. But whenever | found a 
man who knew the country | was 
warned that be would probably mur- 
der me and possess himself of my ef- 
fects, and when i found a man witha 
reputation for morality be knew notb- 
ing about the desert. I finaly started 
with po one but myself to rely on, and 
1 bad occasion to bitterly rue my te- 
merity. 

My journey was one continued effort 
to protect myself against thieves and 
robbers, It was useless to put my 
men ov guard at night, for they did 
not seem to care whether what | had 
was stolen or not. One night while | 
myself was watching I noticed a targe 
dog prowling near my camp. Pres- 
ently f discerned a desert thief direct- 
ing the animal, who bad been taught 
to steal, 

But this was a mere bagatelle com- 
pared witb a sandstorm that overtook 
us, and the sandstorm was not so dan- 
gerous as aman I hired for a guide 
from one oasis to another, who tried 
to pilot me into an ambush where a 
band of robbers were waiting to kill 
me. 

Not being satisfied with hiring 
guides, | determined to go through to 
the next oasis without one. The dis- 
tance was three days’ travel, but at 
the end of the third day I looked in 
vain on the horizon for that buoch of 
fauna which indicates an oasis. 1 
camped, and the next day we traveled 
in tbe burning sun witbout seeing any 
sign of a point for refreshment, nor 
did we meet a caravan. The sand- 
storm had obliterated amy tracks of 
the great route between Tripoli and 
the Sudan on. which we had. started.

Bo we tolled on, hoping each day for 
some end to this frightful journey 
Either a distant caravan, an oasis or 
even a band of robbers would bave 
been welcome. And now tbe humps 
on the.camels’ backs became shrupken 
We bad,no water to give them, for we. 
were using ourselves what remained 
in one of the pouches. We killed one 
of the camels for the water in its 
hump. Theo we killed another. One 
of my men died, then another and an- 
other, mort of them mad, til! about all 
were dead and I was left alone, a bu- 
man being with a camel. Alas, I must 
sacrifice my only companion for what 
water was left in bim. | ‘killed bim 
and was alone on the great desert of 
Sahara. 

1 fell asleep that evening praying 
that I might never awaken But I 
was awakened by a touch. There, by 
the light of a full moon that bad 
arisen perbaps an hour before, | saw 
a skeleton of a man in Bedouin cos 
time bending over me. 

“Allah bas sent me,” he said. 

He took me up in bis arms and car. 
ried me away, | knew not where, for 
to me there was vo north, south, east 
or west.

I joined q caravan passing through 
the onsis northward of Tripoli, On 
teaching there, after rest and having 
satisfied myself that the escaped pris- 
oner 1 had bidden no longer occupled 
either the popular or official mind, I 
went to the castle for any information 
I might pick u® 1 Interviewed thone 
fm charge as to what had become of 
the man who bad ercaped and found 
that hie jailera feit considerable super- 
stition as to bis dis#ppearance, claim- 
ing that to bis chains and bonted by 
#0 many persons he could not have 
escaped without the interposition of 
Allah. 

I asked them who he was, but was 
told that be bad been in prison so long 
that his identity had been forgotten. 
I waa greatiy dirappointed at this, for 
it precluded the porsibility of my ever 
hunting up the man through bia rela- 
tives and discovering whether he was 
ving or had died. 8o 1 reluctantly 
sailed away from Tripoli, feeling that 
I must wait for an explanation unttl 
T had entered that exiatence where all 
things will be made piain.

BUSINESS RULES, 


What Travelers and Shop Assistants 
Must Not Do. 

A business house which employs a 
humber oi travelers has recently is- 
sued a little manual for private cir- 
culation among the latter. The book- 
let ¢omtains a code of rules—or, per- 
aaps, one shoulc rather say, of sug- 
gestions—as to the best methods of 
creating the prospective purchaser, 
who is referred to simply as the 
“P.P.”’ Most of the’ suggestions are 
well thought out and useiul, but the 
page devoted to tye etiquette of the 
interview contains some rather amus- 
ing remarks, 

For instance, the traveler is warned 
against sitting with his legs crossed, 
and sis told that vigorous gestures, 
such as pointing to tie customer with 
his pencil, or Waving his hands in the 
P.P.’s face, are not desirable. He is 
told that he should not sprawl across 
the P.P.’s desk or counter, and should 
never smoke unless expressly invited 
w by the P.P, 

Tnere is a rule in the instruction 
book of one business house which 
with great advantage could be adopted 
in some English piaces of business. 
“It is _ recognized,” say the book of 
rules, “tuoi tae uadue urging of mer- 
chandize upon customers is not de- 
sired,’ 

Would that British barbers would 
take such a view of their business, 
Hairdressers undoubtedly lose trade 
by pestering their customers to buy 
hair-tonics and toilet requisites wheu 
helpless under the shaving brush and 
razor. The manager of a big West- 
end London wilet ciub has lately 
made a point of forbidding any of his 
men to thus force trade upon nis cus- 
tomers. 

Un the other hand, large firms are 
naturally forced to guard against 
slackness on the pat of their people. 
“Indifference on the part of salesmen 
is suflicient cause for instant dismis- 
sal,” is a sentence taken from the 
rules of an English firm. 

Some such rules, however, are ty- 
Tannical to a degree. Here is an ex- 
ample from the rule book of a provin- 
cial drapery shop: “Any assistant 
standing near a customer who is not 
being served, and not serving her at 
once, or allowing her to go out with- 
out being spoken to — first offence, 
2s. 6d. fine. Or if engaged and not 
calling shopwalker’s attention — fine 
1s.’ 

In the same shop this curious rule 
revails: ‘‘“measuring ribbons and neg- 

ecting to unroll the piece quite a 
yard beyond the quantity desired be- 
fore cutting off length—fine sixpence.” 
To the mere masculine mind the obs 
ject of this rule is somewhat miyster- 
ious. Is it suggested that the cus- 
tomer may thus be tempted to pur- 
chase an extra yard? 

Being cheeky to the shop-walker in 
this particular establishment is quite 
a@ minor matter, entailing a fine of 
three pence ony. 

At another shop of the same descrip. | 
tion one of the rules runs: ‘‘All cus- 
tomers, instead of being asked the 
price of articles wanted, should have 
med um-priced goods placed before 
them.” The penalty tor disobeying 
this rule is a tine of threepence. 

One of the great gas companies re- 
cently issued an ict that none of 
its sv0 men migh® enter any public 
house near the works, and heads of 
departments were warned to see that 
tne rule was strictly enforced. 

There is a needle-case making firm 
Wiucu prod.biis iauguing amoung tne 
girls employed. 1n another factury 
tines are intlicted tor sneezing or for 
wearing hair-curlers, while at some 
East-end works the women are atrict- 
ly forbidden to “‘dance during the din- 
ner-hour.”” One can hardly imagine 
anyone wanting to dance during the 
dinner-hour, but if they did, surely 
the recreation is harmless and guod 
for digestion? ln stili another a fine 
of threepence is imposed for throwing 
tea-leaves down the drains.—London 
‘Lit-bits.

IT HAS A RACE OF PRESS WRIT- 
ERS ALL UTS OWN. 


Clement Dansereaw, Dean of French- 
Canadian Newspapermen, !s a Man 
Little Known tn the Western Part 
of the Country But an Important 
Figure In the Life of the Lower 
Province. 


That Canada possesses two distinct 
racial stocks and two languages is 
nowhere better exemplified than in 
journalism. Those Canadians who 
speak English and read English news- 
papers do not probably realize that in 
Quebec there is an active press whose 
tradition descend from Paris and the 
French reviews instead of from the 
spectator down through The London 
Times. 

Yet in the French centres, man- 
ning some of the Biggest dailies in 
the Dominion are @ corps of French

news-getters and French leader writ- 
ers penning the slashing editorials 
for which the Gallic journalists are 
famous and taking their literary stan- 
dards from authors whom we Anglo- 
Saxons know only by name. For in- 
stance, how many readers of the Eng- 
lish press know of Clement: Danse- 
reau? 

Clement ‘Arthur Dansereau, the 
Dean of French-Canadian journalism, 
was born at Contrecoeur, in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, in 1844. He was edu- 
cated at the Vercheres Seminary and 
L’Assomption College. He studied 
law in. the office! of the late Mr. Jus- 
tice Girouard, but, though qualifying 
for the professioned, he never prac- 
ticed it. In 1873 he began his journal- 
istic career, making his debut as an 
editorial writer on the staff of ‘La 
Minerve.” In 1880 he joined ‘‘La 
Presse,” with which he has been con- 
nected ever since, except from 1891 
to 1899, when he held the office of 
postmaster of Montreal. 


Absent Voting In Australia. 


Consul-General John P. Bray of 
Sydney, Australia, has sent out a 
complete collection of the election 
laws and regulations of the Austra- 
lian mmonwealth. 

It is interesting to note the provi- 
sions which these laws make for what 
is known as absent voting. The. Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth, like the Unit- 
ed Btates, is divided into states, with 
election sub-districts. B. one. method 
for absent voting the elector is per- 
mitted to cast his ballot at any poll- 
ing place within the state or district 
for which he is registered on making 
a simple declaration that his name 
is enrolled on the records of one of 
the polling places within that state 
or district. 

The second method of absent voting 
is by mail. . An elector who has rea- 
son to believe that during the polling 
hours of an impending election day he 
will not be nearer than five miles to 
the polling place at which he is reg- 
istered, on application may receive a 
posal vote certificate and a postal 

pang paper. With thése he may, at 

ime on election day, present him- 
self fore any Government officer or 
employe at any place in the Common- 
wealth and in his presence mark the 
ballot. He will then deliver the mark- 
ed ballot to the Government officer or 
employe, having first ors it in a seal- 
ed envelope, and the latter will mail 
it to the electoral officials of the dis- 
trict for which the voter is enrolled. 
The ballot so sent will be counted 
when received by the electoral offi- 
cials in the same manner-&s .ifit had
